In  preparing  the  soil  for  a  lawn  be  sure  that  it  is  finely  pulverized, 
firmly  packed  and  level.  A  limestone  soil  is  preferable.  Plant  as  early 
as  possible  or  in  the  fall,  allowing  time  for  the  grass  to  get  well  along  be¬ 
fore  a  hard  freeze.  Broadcast  about  one  pound  to  every  hundred  square 
feet.  Do  not  misunderstand  as  to  the  size  of  the  plot.  It  is  10x15  feet. 
Use  2  ounces  of  White  Dutch  clover  to  every  1  pound  Blue  Grass. 

Do  not  skimp  on  the  seed.  After  going  to  the  trouble  of  preparing 
the  soil,  plant  enough  seed  to  insure  a  good  stand.

When  to  Plant?  That  differs  with  your  climatic  conditions. 

A  little  extra  time  in  preparation  of  the  soil  is  very  much  worthwhile. 
If  the  seedbed  is  prepared  from  fall  or  early  spring  plowing  and  properly 
worked  down  it  is  advantageous.  However,  if  the  space  is  too  small  for 
plowing,  the  spading  should  be  done  as  early  as  possible.  Fertilize  with 
manure,  or  if  this  is  not  available  use  a  commercial  fertilizer  which  con¬ 
tains  the  proper  plant  food. 

Sprinkle  in  the  early  morning  if  possible ;  never  in  the  heat  of  the  day.
